interest of the Corporation, to immediately 
terminate his/her services, 

(bl The services of an employee on probation may be 
teiminuted without assigning any reason to him/ 
her but on giving 30 days notice in writing or 
pny in lieu thereof. 

Ce) he services of a temporary employee may be ter¬ 
minated without assigning any reasons to him/ 
her but on giving 13 days notice in writing or pay 
in lieu therof. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this Regulation, the word 
‘pay’ shall include all emoluments which 
would be admissible if he were on privi¬ 
lege leave, 

3. In the said Regulations after Regulation 44, the fol¬ 
lowing Regulation shall lbo added namely :— 

44(A) (i) Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
Regulations and if, in the opinion of the Cor¬ 
poration (the Board of Dircctois ol' Air-lndia). 


it is not possible or practicable to hold an 
enquiry under the relevant provisions of these 
Regulations, the Corporation may, if satisfied 
that the the employee has been guilty of any 
act of misconduct, impose ill respect of such 
misconduct, any one of the punishments men¬ 
tioned in Regulation 43 on the employee 
concerned, 


Provided that bel’oie exercising this extra¬ 
ordinary power, the Bo.ud shall give 30 days 
prior notice to the employee concerned of the 
act of misconduct and the reasons why it is 
not possible or practicable to hold an enquiry 
into such misconduct, and the punishment 
proposed by the Board, and the employee 
shall be entitled to make a lull written leprc- 
sentation to the Board in response lo such 
notice. 


(ii) No action shall be taken under this Regula¬ 
tion until the Board has taken ihto considera¬ 
tion the refit escalation made by the concern¬ 
ed employee under the priviso to section (i) 
within the notice period.
